As a member of the Higher Education Committee, 
Rep. Rose has focused his work on making college 
affordable for middle class families. As the 
representative for Texas State University-San Marcos and its 30,000 students and faculty, he understands its 
economic impact to our region and he has fought for its interests in Austin. 

As the state's share of funding for higher ed has decreased and universities have relied on increased tuition costs, 
Rep. Patrick Rose has fought for funding for students from middle class families. With the passage of the Rose 
Amendment, Rep. Patrick Rose required universities to set aside 20% of all tuition increases for merit based 
scholarships. At Texas State University this legislation has provided $9.8 million of assistance to students that don't 
qualify for financial aid and whose parents can't afford increased tuition costs. While millions of dollars have been set

Patrick Rose on Insurance Reform 

In the Fall of '03, as Texans overwhelmingly approved 
Proposition 1 2 to cap damages from malpractice lawsuits, some 
of the largest insurers of medical malpractice insurance asked 
the Texas Department of Insurance (EDI) to approve huge rate 
increases. TDI refused those requests, but one company ignored the 
ruling The state took this insurer to court but lost because of a 
loophole in the Insurance Code. 

Rep. Patrick Rose took action and filed legislation to close the 

loophole that insurance companies used to avoid passing the savings of tort reform to their policyholders, 
closes the loophole that insurance companies have used to avoid passing the savings of tort reform to their 
policyholders and gives TDI the teeth it needs to stop companies from unfairly raising insurance rates. 

In addition, Rep. Patrick Rose also passed HB 686 to protect doctors from unfair premium increases due to 
frivolous lawsuits. After the passage of tort reform, Texas doctors had lawsuits filed against them, many for the first 
time in their careers. These lawsuits were filed in a rush to the courthouse before caps on damages went into effect. 
Although most of these lawsuits had no merit and were subsequently dropped or non-suited, these physicians 
experienced an increase in their insurance solely because of these suits. Insurance companies know these are 
frivolous lawsuits and they should be treating them as such-by not penalizing innocent doctors. Rep. Patrick Rose's 
legislation lowers medical malpractice insurance rates to allow more doctors to keep practicing medicine and to 
increase patient access to affordable health care.
